Fro m 1969 to 1972. the nu mber o f dru g-related 
arrests bv o fficers o f the Linco ln Po lice Depart­ 
ment increased mo re than 500''. And v irtu ally all 
the increase was related to inv o lv ement with 
mariju ana 


Tho se are two o f the findings which hav e 
resu lted iro m the mo st ex hau stiv e and co mprehen­ 
siv e stu ds o f dru g-related issu es ev er u ndertaken in 
the Linco ln co mmu nity . 


The resu lts o f the stu dy , as repo rted in ‘ Dru gs 
in Linco ln, 72-73: Usage, Attitu des. Beliefs and 
Kno wledge.” will beco me av ailable this week to 
o rganizatio ns, agencies and indiv idu als in the co m­ 
mu nity to pro v ide them with info rmatio n o n which 
to make planning decisio ns abo u t dru g abu se 


The 10-mo nth stu dy which pro du ced the 200- 
page repo rt was u ndertaken by the Linco ln Co u ncil 
o n Alco ho lism and Dru gs with a $9,500 grant fro m 
the Nebraska Crime Co mmissio n. 
Co u ncil Respo nsible 
Pro ject directo r was Eric McMasters. dru g 
co o rdinato r fo r the Linco ln co u ncil, which has been 
designated as the o rganizatio n respo nsible fo r Lin­ 


co ln's planning and co o rdinating effo rts to prev ent 
dru g abu se. 
The repo rt inclu des info rmatio n fro m su rv ey s 
o f teachers, clergy men, phy sicians, ho u seho lds, 
high scho o l and co llege stu dents and kno wn dru g 
u sers. 


Dru g arrest reco rds su pplied o ther info rma­ 
tio n. as did perso nal interv iews with a nu mber o f 
peo ple fro m the criminal ju stice sy stem in the area. 


Po lice department files sho w that dru g arrests 
by city o fficers increased fro m 89 in 1969 to 599 in 
1972. an increase o f mo re than 500' ;. The biggest 
increase. 164 7. was between 1971 and 1972. 
“The dru gs predo minantly inv o lv ed in arrests 
in all fo u r y ears are in the cannabis family ," the 
repo rt say s. And it adds that “v irtu ally all the re­ 
cent acceleratio n in the rate o f increase o f dru g 
arrests appears to be related to cannabis inv o lv e­ 
ment which, in mo re than eight o u t o f 10 cases, in­ 
v o lv es mariju ana." 
Po l I se Predo minant 
Mariju ana, as well, was the predo minant dru g 
repo rted u sed by high scho o l and co llege stu dents 
asked to respo nd to su rv ey s ano ny mo u sly . 
And the largest percentage o f u se was repo rted 
by high scho o lers. 


Bill Which Could Pre-empt 
Compensation Law Is Blasted

A bill pending befo re Co ngress 
which co u ld pre-empt state 
wo rkman's co mpensatio n law 
will cau se no thing bu t headaches 
to r bo th em plo y ers and 
em plo y es, acco rding to a 
Nebraska Wo rkman s Co mpen­ 
satio n Co u rt ju dge 
Ben No v ico ff. presiding ju dge 
fo r the state co u rt, said su ch a 
federal take-o v er o f wo rkman's 
co m pensatio n wo u ld m ean 
higher insu rance rates to r 
emplo y ers lo nger delay s in get­ 
ting benefits to emplo y es and 
greater administrativ e ex penses. 


“Fro m bo th the emplo y er’s 
and the emplo y e's standpo int, 
there’s no qu estio n we’d be 
belter o ff keeping it in the 
state.” No v ico ff said in a recent 
interv iew with The Star. 


Legislatio n being spo nso red by 
Sen 
Jaco b Jav its. R-N.Y.. 
requ ires state wo rkman's co m­ 
pensatio n laws to meet certain 
standards by 1975 o r else hav e 
the federal Lo ngsho remen and 
Harbo r Wo rkers Act pre-empt 
state 'law. 


The legislatio n is based o n a 
o ne-y ear-o ld stu dy by the 
Natio nal Co mmissio n o n State 
Wo rkman's Co mpensatio n Co u rt 
Laws which lists 19 "essential’ 
featu res fo r all state laws. The 
Jav its bill wo u ld impo se federal 
law o n any state no t in co m­ 
pliance with all 19 featu res by 
1975. 
Bills Fail To Pass 
Nebraska. 
No v ico ff said, 
cu rrently co mplies with 16 o f 
tho se 19 reco mmendatio ns. Bills 
which wo u ld hav e bro u ght 
Nebraska co mpletely into line 
failed to pass in the 1973 
Legislatu re. 
To meet tho se reco mmen­ 
datio ns. Nebraska wo u ld hav e to 
ex tend co v erage o f wo rkman's 
co mpensatio n law to farm and 
ho u seho ld wo rkers and wo u ld 
hav e to increase the max imu m 
weekly co mpensatio n allo wed 
inju red wo rkers to 66.6% o f the 
state's av erage weekly wage by 
1973 and to 100r7 by 1975. 


The state’s cu rrent max imu m 
co mpensatio n to any inju red 
emplo y e is $80 (62% o f the 
state’s av erage weekly wage o f 
$134.)

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Bills were intro du ced in the 
last sessio n o f the Legislatu re to 
enact all th ree changes. 
Ho wev er, co v erage fo r farm and 
lo u seho ld wo rkers was killed; 
and a bill u pping the max imu m 
•o v erage to 66.6% <$89> was 
amended to a flat $80 ceiling. 


No v ico ff said he has no 
qu arrel with any o f the 19 
reco mmendatio ns, bu t federal 
co ntro l o f wo rkman’s co mpensa­ 
tio n will create no thing bu t 
hav o c. 
i t s no t a matter o f my being 
wo rried abo u t a jo b. becau se any 
federal sy stem wo u ld hav e to get 
its hearing o fficers fro m the 
states any ho w,” he said 
Rate Increase Pro blem 
The reaso ns No v ico ff believ es 
the federal sy stem is u ndesirable 
ire, first, it wo u ld increase 
em plo y ers’ insu rance rates 
“drastically " thro u gh increased 
benefits, litigatio n and man­ 
po wer 
Seco ndly , a natio nal sy stem 
wo u ld be so u nwieldy that in­ 
ju red emplo y es wo u ld hav e to 
wait to o lo ng to receiv e benefits. 
The state sy stem gets the check 
to the inju red wo rker within 14 
day s, he said 
"The benefits may be higher, 
bu t what go o d do es that do an 
emplo y e who needs the mo ney 
this week, no t three mo nths 
fro m no w? 


“The federal go v ernment is so 
big that they can’t get it do ne," 
he said. 


Of the 800 cases the Nebraska 
Wo rkman’s Co mpensatio n Co u rt 
handles y early , No v ico ff said 
o nly 2% requ ire so me argu ment , 
the rest are paid witho u t any 
litigatio n 
Ex panding the co v erage o f 
state law wo u ld create so me 
pro blems, he ackno wledged. Fo r 
instance, inclu ding farm wo rkers 
in the co v erage wo u ld giv e 
pro du cers in states witho u t it a 
co mpetitiv e adv antage, and to 
ex tend co v erage to maids wo u ld 
requ ire so me way to make su re 
the emplo y ers take o u t the in­ 
su rance. 
Ov erall the pro blems are su r­ 
mo u ntable. he said Upping the 
max imu m co mpensatio n to 
66.6% wo u ld o nly requ ire a 1% 
iu ke in insu rance rates, he said.

Of 210 high scho o l stu dents su n ey ed, nearly 
41% said they had tried mariju ana at least o nce, 
while 26% said they had u sed it mo re than 10 times. 


Usage amo ng ju nio r high stu dents and co llege 
stu dents was abo u t the same, altho u gh bo th gro u ps 
said they u sed mariju ana less than high scho o lers. 
Of 131 ju nio r high stu dents asked. 28% said 
they had tried mariju ana, and 13% said they had 
u sed it mo re than 10 times. Of 460 co llege stu dents, 
28 
repo rted try ing mariju ana in the six mo nths 
ending in Ju ne, and 12'% said they had u sed it 
sev eral times a week. 
Other Dru gs Used 
Asked abo u t o ther dru gs, 18' 
\ o f the high 
scho o l stu dents said they had u sed hallu cino gens, 
while 7' > o f the co llege stu dents admitted su ch u se 
On the high scho o l su rv ey . 21% admitted u sing 
stimu lants, 21% depressants and nearly 8% nar­ 
co tics. A who pping 89% admitted to drinking 
alco ho l, and 55% said they had u sed alco ho l mo re 
than 10 times.

Amo ng 329 kno wn o r su spected u sers, 
mariju ana u se between Ju ne 1972 and Ju ne 1973 
again to u ched the largest percentage — nearly 
93%. LSD had been tried by nearly 56% and “speed 
by 50%. 


Fo rty -two per cent o f the Linco ln Pu blic 
Scho o l teachers su rv ey ed said they knew at least 
o ne stu dent who se scho o l perfo rmance had been 
adv ersely affected by dru g u sage. 
The teacher su rv ey also indicated that mo re 
than half i56%) o f tho se in classro o m situ atio ns do 
present dru g edu catio n, bu t many apparently do so 
witho u t the adv antage o f cu rricu lu m gu idelines 
Gu idelines Limited 
Su ch gu idelines are av ailable fo r the fo u rth, 
eighth and senio r high grades. Bu t teachers in all 
grades fro m first thro u gh 12th said they inclu ded 
dru g edu catio n in their teaching. 


Here are so me o ther findings, all o f which 
pro v ide indicato rs o n dru g u se and abu se in Lin­ 
co ln: 


—73% o f clergy men su rv ey ed saw indiv idu als 
with dru g pro blems du ring 1972. bu t o nly 4 
I o f the 
ministers believ e they are “well-trained" to handle 
su ch cases. 


—Of 40 phy sicians respo nding, o nly o ne-third 
had no t seen dru g abu se patients in the six mo nths 
ending in Ju ne. 


—Amo ng bo th co llege stu dents and ho u seho lds 
su rv ey ed, 28% said a lo t o f peo ple need dru gs to 
co pe with stress, bu t 80% said many u se alco ho l fo r 
this reaso n. 


—Bo th ho u seho lds and co llege stu dents say 
parents hav e the primary respo nsibility fo r dru g 
abu se prev entio n. 


—Amo ng u sers, friends are mo st o ften listed as 
the primary so u rces fo r dru gs, and friends are also 
listed as the mo st helpfu l when they hav e dru g- 
related pro blems. Cu rio sity is the main reaso n they 
said they u sed the dru gs. 


—Teachers, phy sicians and clergy men all say 
redu cing the av ailability o f dru gs sho u ld be the 
highest prio rity in the co mmu nity ’s respo nse to 
abu se. 
Aircraft Flips 
East Of Seward 
Fo u r perso ns escaped serio u s inju ry late Su n­ 
day night when their light airplane ex perienced 
engine difficu lties, fo rcing the pilo t to make an u n­ 
su ccessfu l attempt to land the plane in fo g o n U.S. 
Highway 34 ten miles east o f Seward 
Seward Co u nty Sheriff Marv in Po llo ck said 
two o f the perso ns receiv ed mino r inju ries. The 
two 'were taken to the Seward ho spital by a depu ty 
sheriff. 
Po llo ck said the single-engine Cessna was 
pilo ted by Walter Hein. 49, o f Grainfield, Kan., 
who attempted to land the plane o n the highway . 
The plane hit the side o f a hill, cau sing the air­ 
craft to flip u pside do wn and co me to rest in the 
ditch alo ngside the highway . 
The State Patro l said the plane was en ro u te 
fro m Linco ln to Co lby , Kan. 
The patro l identified o ne o f the o ther 
passengers as Bill Henderso n o f Co lby , bu t did no t 
hav e the identity o f the o ther two passengers im­ 
mediately av ailable. 
A Seward Memo rial Ho spital spo keswo man 
said later that all fo u r passengers o f the aircraft 
were bro u ght into the ho spital, bu t that o nly o ne o f 
them su ffered an inju ry , a small cu t o n the head.

Ev en his creativ e writing 
co u rse presents no pro blems, 
Owo mo y ela said, becau se o f his 
familiarity with the langu age, 
and becau se the co u rse is co n­ 
cerned

The assistant pro fesso r do es 
kno w English, and he cho o ses 
his wo rds carefu lly . 
‘Nice Place To Wo rk’ 
Do es he like Nebraska? “It is a 
nice place to wo rk.” 
Why has he decided to liv e in 
the United States instead o f his 
nativ e Nigeria? "There are mo re 
o ppo rtu nities fo r ex changes with 
scho larly peo ple here ." 
That also means trav el, and 
Owo mo y ela said 
he has 
trav ersed the United States a 
nu mber o f times. Academic co n­ 
ferences .ake him cro ss-co u ntry 
at least o nce a y ear. And he 
catches theatrical pro du ctio ns 
wherev er po ssible.

Other pledges of support have 
come from South Yemen. Saudi 
Arabia Kuwait. Libya. Lebanon 
and Sudan 
It wasn't known if 
these offers of support included 
active military involvement. 


Libyan 
ruler Moammar 
Khadafy has made frequent 
offers of support in the Arab's 
war against Israel, but so far 
there have been no indications of 
active Libyan support in the 
fighting

demonstrators were arrested 
Police said about 100 pro-Arab 
demonstrators showed up out­ 
side the consulate, located not 
far from the United Nations. 
Later, a similar number of 
demonstrators from the Jewish 
Defense League appeared 


Authorities tried to keep the 
two groups on opposite side's of 
tht' streets, but demonstrators 
charged across the street at each 
other.

Watergate Panel Starts Probe 
Of Labor Union Contributions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate Watergate committee has 
begun investigating presidential 
campaign contributions con­ 
trolled by the nation's largest 
labor unions 
The panel’s investigators have 
sent questionnaires to top of­ 
ficials of more than 80 large un­ 
ions — Those claiming 50.000 or 
more members. 
The questionnaires 
ask. 
among other things, whether any 
funds were illegally donated 
from union treasuries. Federal 
law allows individual union 
members to donate to a central 
fund controlled by union of­ 
ficers. but prohibits use of union 
dues in political campaigns 
Accompanying the question­ 
naires are letters indicating that 
subpoenas might be used to get 
the information it it 
isn t 
provided voluntarily. 
The letters also point out that 
federal laws prohibit making 
false statements to official in­ 
vestigators 
The questionnaires are similar 
to those sent earlier to the heads 
of more than 100 large business 
corporations. 
Seven corporations have ad­ 
mitted to special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox that 
they gave illegal donations, 
totalling $465.000. to President 
Nixon's re-election campaign 


last year 
No such corporate dontions 
have been found in Sen George 
S McGovern's campaign 
The 
illegal Nixon con­ 
tributions include $100.000 from 
Gulf Oil Corp . $100.000 from 
Phillips Petroleum Corp , $55.- 
000 from American Airlines. 
$40.000 from Goodyear Tire

Washington (UPI) — Former 
Rep Jerry Voorhis, the man 
President Nixon defeated to 
launch his own political career, 
said Sunday the Watergate scan­ 
dal was simply an extension of 
the political dirty tricks Nixon 
practiced 27 years ago. 
The California Democrat lost 
his seat to Nixon in 1946 after a 
bitter campaign in which 
Voorhis charged Nixon tried to 
smear him as a communist. 
“To me Watergate was not 
surprising.” Voorhis said in a 
UPI interview. But he warned 
Americans not to shrug off 
Watergate as a plot “ simply 
dreamed up by liberals in order 
to smear Mr. Nixon.” 
“ It is true that in political 
campaigns wrong tactics” are 
used by candidates in both 
political parties, he said. But he 
contended that Nixon carried 
the strategy to a dangerous 
extreme. 
“ These tactics went to the 
point of trying to destroy all op-

In a recent discu ssion of econom ics, a colu m nist 
re fe rre d to non-d u rab le goods as su ch things as food, drink , 
etc. F acetiou sly a d d e d to th e list w as boy s' te nnis shoes. 
W ell, any p arent k now s th a t m ost ch ild ren's shoes a re non­ 
d u rab le, w h e th e r th ey m ight be classed as su ch by an 
econom ist or not. 
In fact, if y ou th ink abou t it, th e re are p rob ab ly m ore 
non d u ra b le th an h ard goods arou nd . Y ou bu y a new set of 
china and it is re fe rre d to as hard goods in the w orld of the 
econom ist b u t it is any thing bu t th at in th e hom e. It becom es 
non d u rab le th e m inu te som ebody drop s a cu p from th e cu p ­ 
board into th e sink . 
A nd w hen is m ore non-du rable th an th e dollar, esp ecial­ 
ly in th e form of an allow ance for a te ena ger? T he dollar, or 
sev eral of th e m , can v anish into thin a ir ov ernight.

Is hot w a te r h ard goods or non-du rable? A rou nd here, 
m ost of th e w a te r is hard enou gh bu t hot w ater is strictly 
non-d u rable. It alw ay s lasts u ntil y ou get in th e sh ow er or 
tu rn on th e b a th tu b fau cet. It is at this p oint th a t y ou dis­ 
cov er ju st how non-d u rab le it is. 
W ords a re obv iou sly non-du rable. althou gh th e re is re a l­ 
ly now h ere th ey can go. W e read som e p lace, som ew h ere 
a b ou t a th eory th a t all the w ords ev e r u ttered in th e history 
of m ank ind a re still floating a rou nd som ew h ere ou t th e re in 
sp ace. 
T he theory w ent on to p oint ou t th a t if y ou cou ld ju st 
m anage to p ick u p th ese w ords again, y ou w ou ld h av e access 
to all the b rilliant sta te m e nts of history . T rou ble is, y ou 
w ou ld hav e all th e nonsense th a t has been sp ok en, too, and 
th a t m ak es it all hardly w orthw hile.

A fter all, w ho w ou ld w ant to listen again to ev ery th ing 
h e had already h e a rd 9 Som e of it m ay be o k . b u t th e v ast 
m ajority of it is b e tte r forgotten. 


A nd th a t’s th e w ay it is. W hat is m ore non-d u rab le than 
y ou r final decision th a t y ou r 17 -y ear-old can t hav e th e fam i­ 
ly ca r on S a tu rd ay night? T h e w ords a re challenged as 
th ou gh t they ne v e r ex isted one tim e a fte r anoth er. 
On th e oth e r h and, th ere a re a lot of so-called h a rd goods 
th a t 
se e m to b e m ostly non-d u ra b le . All h ou se h old 
ap p liances a re consid ered as hard goods bu t th ey becom e 
non-d u rable v ery ’ q u ick ly . 
A t best, they a re hard goods only u ntil th e gu a ra nte e 
ru ns ou t, a t th e end of w hich tim e they becom e d efinitely 
non d u rab le. A 9 0-day gu arantee on th e new TV? On th e 9 1st 
day , th e thing sta rts going w hack y . Y ou r new ca r becom es 
non d u rab le a fte r 12 m onths or 12,000 m iles, w hichev er com ­ 
es first. 


T he gasoline in y ou r car, of cou rse, is v ery non-d u rab le, 
w h atev er it is in an econom ic sense. It dw indles dow n to 
nothing so fast, in fact, th at y ou can som etim es hardly 
believ e it. 
If y ou hav e a baby in th e hou se, one ju st sta rting to 
w alk , scarcely any thing in th e p lace can endu re. T h e p ictu re 
on th e w all e nd u re s only if it is hu ng high er th a n is 
fashionable. T he antiq u e p late in a h old er on th e end tab le 
will e nd u re for only a brief tim e if left th e re w ithin reach of 
th e baby . 
Y ou r big front p ictu re w indow m ay be hard goods w hen 
y ou bu y it bu t it is non du rable as heck w hen a baseball goes 
crashing throu gh it. Along w ith tennis shoes in th e non­ 
d u rab le category can be p laced sh irts, jack ets, jea ns, etc. 
And w’ith th e p lanned obsolescence th at seem s to be 
bu ilt into ev ery thing these day s, w e w onder if th e re is really 
any th ing y ou can honestly call hard goods or d u rab le. You 
a re generally lu ck y if w hat y ou bu y e nd u re s bey ond its tim e- 
p a y m e nt p eriod. 


NEW YORK - When social 
scientists concede that at least 
one ou t of ev ery two p ersons

than early in the day , it does 
seem u nreasonable that children 
mot to mention mothers and 
teachers» mu st arise— often by 
lingering moonlight — to begin 
and edu cational session that 
cou ld ju st as easily commence at 
a reasonable hou r lik e 10 a.m.

The Lincoln City Cou ncil will find itself shy 
one m em ber with the u nex p ected annou ncement 
that Helen Boosalis will resign in the near fu tu re. 
Her hu sband. Dr. Michael Boosalis, is tak ing a new 
academ ic p ost at Michigan State Univ ersity at East 
Lansing. 
The Univ ersity of Nebrask a will miss Dr. 
Boosalis, who at his dep artu re from the Lincoln 
cam p u s was the chairman of the p lant p athology 
dep artm ent of the College of Agricu ltu re And Lin­ 
coln city gov ernment and the p eop le it serv es will 
miss the steady ing influ ence of Helen Boosalis, for 
14 y ears a m em ber of the City Cou ncil and at p re­ 
sent its chairman. 
Lincoln and the Boosalis’ hav e been good for 
each other. 
Bu t as is alway s the case, the city ’s contribu ­ 
tion to the family is not as easily defineable as the 
family 's contribu tions to the city . 
We think Mik e will u nderstand if we dwell for 
the moment on the imp act his wife will leav e on 
the life of this commu nity . 
Helen Boosalis has been, simp ly , a towering 
ex amp le of integrity and dedication in city gov ern­ 
ment. If there is su ch a thing as statesm anship in 


mu nicip al affairs, she p ersonifies it. 
Rep eated electiv e su ccess has giv en her a 
p ersp ectiv e u nmatched by her colleagu es. Mrs. 
Boosalis draws from her memory sp ok en p ledges 
made in the heat of p ast debates, old p lans still 
v alid bu t forgotten, p rior intents lost on the tread­ 
mill of cou ncil bu siness and the ex p eriences of 
ideas tried and fou nd lack ing to maintain a needed 
thread of continu ity between p ast and p resent 
Mrs. Boosalis lias been controv ersial. She has 
been stu bborn; holding tenaciou sly to her own 
v iew of what this city shou ld be It has been her in­ 
sistence on tak ing the long v iew, of regarding each 
action in terms of its lasting effect on the commu ni­ 
ty as a whole that has fru strated those who wou ld 
criticize her serv ice on the cou ncil. Bu t more often 
than not, those critics hav e been interested in 
short-term benefits for a few. 
Bu t ev en her critics can’t say honestly that her 
decisions were not based on a carefu l analy sis of 
the alternativ es and a hearfelt ju dgm ent that what 
she did was best for Lincoln. 
Lincoln is a great city and one of the reasons is 
that p eop le su ch as Helen Boosalis are willing to 
work for it.

Poor Congressman Gray 


Third Budget Proposal Eyed 


State Sen. Terry Carp enter has su ggested that 
the Legislatu re be giv en three sep arate bu dget 
recom m endations to consider; the two offered in­ 
d ep end ently by th e gov ernor and th e A p ­ 
p rop riations Committee and a third indep endent 
p rop osal from the Unicam eral's fiscal staff to be 
p resented to senators at the beginning of the ses­ 
sion. 


Carp enter wants the staff to come u p with its 
best ju dgments of the needs of each state agency 
and it’s sp ecu lated that he v iews the third bu dget 
recom m endation as a solid alternativ e the fu ll 
Legislatu re can go to if m em bers disagree with the 
Ap p rop riations Committee. In other words, it is 
felt in some q u arters that Carp enter, chairman of 


the Legislativ e Cou ncil’s ex ecu tiv e board, seek s to 
by -p ass Sen. Richard Marv el’s bu dget p anel. 
The Ap p rop riations Committee in a p re­ 
session meeting last week balk ed at Carp enter's 
su ggestion, claim ing that a legislativ e staff 
recom mendation deliv ered p rior to the ex ecu tiv e 
bu dget wou ld be p oor timing and wou ld p u t the 
Legislatu re in an "u ntenable p osition.” 
W hat the ap p rop riations p anel p robably 
resented more than any thing else was the mere 
su ggestion of any intru sion on its au thority . 
And it’s a healthy sign if the com m ittee is 
feeling p rotectiv e abou t its resp onsibilities in 
bu dgetary matters, seeing as how it gav e it all away 
last session by accep ting all the gov ernor's bu dget 
req u ests withou t so mu ch as a whimp er. 


WASHINGTON - " I’m a p oor 
m an.” said Rep . Ken Gray , D- 
111., p laintiv ely . 
He adm itted, of cou rse, that 
he owns a helicop ter su itable for 
hop p ing ov er Washington traffic 
jam s. And a lu x u riou s, 50-foot 
hou seboat. He also wears the 
fanciest 
clothes 
in Congress, 
selected each day from a v ast 
wardrobe of sty lized su its. 
We discov ered that he help s 
p ay for his high liv ing ou t of 
camp aign collections. Last y ear, 
he amassed a $26 ,000 camp aign 
chest, which he tap p ed for su ch 
u nlik ely camp aign ex p enses as 
Carp eting 
his hou seboat and 
bu y ing tick ets to Washington 
Redsk ins football games. 
Gray had little legitimate need 
for camp aign fu nds, since no 
credible candidate ran against 
him. As ev idence of this, he ran 
u p the biggest p u rality of any 
congressm an in the cou ntry . 
Nev ertheless, he hoarded ov er 


At heart, Cowan rev ealed, he 
cherished the friv olou s p eriod 
when it was written; "And God 
called the light day , and the 
dark ness he called night . . . ” 
C ow an told som e ra th e r 
f a s c i na t i ng 
h i s t o r y 
of 
timep ieces. Emp ress Josep hine, 
for instance, was the first p erson 
in recorded history to order a 
wrist watch. She gav e a jeweled 
bracelet timep iece as a wedding 
gift to her son's bride in 1809 . 
alm ost a centu ry before the 
United States receiv ed its first 
ship m ent 
of wristwatches — 
which, incidentally , it retu rned 
to the Swiss mak ers with scorn. 
In 
19 th C entu ry 
Am erica, 
howev er, k nowing the tim e was 
as c onfu sing as it now is 
harassing. In 186 0, there were 
300 loc a l tim e s o b s e rv e d 
throu ghou t the U.S. New York , 
w hich is fu rth e r east than 
Philadelp hia, was fiv e minu tes 
a h e a d 
of P e nns y l v a ni a . 
B altim ore was fiv e m inu tes 
behind Philadelp hia, etc. 
Cowan said that in the loose 
old day s before 17 52, America 
celebrated New Y ear’s Ev e on 
March 24, which was a good time 
for it — not so close to Christ­ 
mas. 
Geo rg e Washing to n actually 
was bo rn o n Feb. 1 1 , 1 7 3 2 , say s 
Co wan; but when they chang ed 
the calendar, it became Feb. 22. 


And the most idy llic calendar 
in history was that of the French 
for 13 y ears after the Rev olu tion. 
"They had 12 m onths to the 
y ear, three week s to the month, 
10 day s of 10 hou rs each to the 
w eek . 
E a c h h ou r had 100 
minu tes. All this added u p to 
only 36 0 day s — leav ing the u n­ 
balanced y ear with fiv e day s for 
a gigantic national wine-drink ing 
braw l!”

The Permanent Revolution 


PEKING — A jou rnalist is 
fated to follow the adv ice giv en 
by a Shanghai friend to Teilhard 
de Chardin: "W rite abou t China 
before y ou hav e been there too 
long; later y ou wou ld break y ou r 
p en.” 
No ill-p rep ared W esterner, 
lack ing langu age, back grou nd, 
cu ltu ral roots and a comp arable 
tradition of historical gradeu r 
and national su ffering, can hop e 
to ap p roach with any u nderstan­ 
ding the immensity of this land, 
its heritage, its asp irations. Yet 
this v ery imp ossibility is thru st 
u p on a rep orter. 
On last Monday the Mao Tse- 
tu ng regime celebrated its 24th 
anniv ersary as sov ereign of the 
oldest, largest nation-state. Oc­ 
tober was the birthday of the 
Chinese rev olu tion, the most im­ 
p ortant conseq u ence of World 
W ar II, ju st as the Ru ssian 
rev olu tion was the major resu lt 
of World War I. 


Each was Marx ist, v io lent, and 
triumphant o nly after a blo o dy 
civ il co nflict and successiv e 
ideo lo g ical purg es. Each, also 
cho se a different ro ad. China 
based itself as firmly o n the 
dreams and requirements o f the 
ag ricultural peasantry as Russia 
sustained the aspiratio ns o f in­ 
dustrial wo rkers. 


The disco rd that has erupted 
b e tw e e n th e se tw o g rea t 
rev o ltio nary po wers o v er their 
o w n differing dreams, their 
riv alry as neig hbo rs and as inter­ 
natio nal fo rces, has beco m e 
perhaps the mo st sig nificant fact 
o f this century ’s latter half.

Paradox ically , the p rimordial 
significance of the new China is 
the continu u m of its thru st for 
change com bined w ith the 
du rability of its leaders. Chair­ 
man Mao and his chief lieu te­ 
nant, Chou En-lai. took the helm 
after more than two decades of 
constant stru ggle. 
Mao, at 8 0, with Chou at 75 
still at his right hand, remain 
to d a y 
in c h a r ge of th is 
fascinating cou ntry 's destiny . It 
is as if Lenin, the first brilliantly 
su ccessfu l Marx ist p ractitioner, 
had still been gov erning the 
Sov iet Union in 19 41 when it was 
inv aded by Nazi Germany . 
When Chairman Mao, alm ost a 
q u arter centu ry ago, assu med 
control of China, it was in far 
tighter straits than the Ru ssia 
relinq u ished by defeated czars. 
China had no u nity ; it was a land 
of clans and w arlords. The 
ideology beq u eathed by Su n Yat 
Sen’s 19 11 u p rising was disp arate 
and confu sed. 


In 1 94 9 this was a realm o f 
fam ine, 
beg g ars, 
alternating 
flo o ds 
and 
dro ug hts, 
ty phus, 
p l a g u e 
and 
a b o v e 
a l l , 
humiliated, ruined peasants, 
saddled with the co rruptio n o f a 
disinteg rating feudal sy stem, 
misery , serv itude and fo reig n 
do minatio n. 


T h e 
M a o is t 
r e v o lu tio n 
destroy ed this leaden heritage 
and rep laced it with nationhood, 
dignity and p ride. Ev en a swift 
glimp se affirm s the wisdom of 
Teilhard de Chardin’s friend. 
One can write this abou t China 
withou t break ing one’s p en.

W hen 
M aoism 
a ss u m e d 
charge, China was p oorer than 
Pak istan, India or Indonesia, 
with a p er cap ita food ration 
one-fifth of France’s and an 
av erage longev ity less than half 
America's. Yet today this is a 
v ibrant p ower, stru ggling slowly 
bu t su ccessfu lly to create a 
better life. Its citizens are for the 
first time adeq u ately clothed 
and fed, p rou d of their inter­ 
national statu s, confident of 
their secu rity , ov erwhelmingly 
literate and healthy . 


Lik e all mass u p heav als, these 
achiev em ents cost a heav y p rice 
in blood and su ffering. Bu t 
M aoist China has resolu tely 
f o llo w e d 
it s 
ow n 
r o a d , 
rethink ing the economic, mental 
and p olitical organization of the 
largest cou ntry on earth withou t 
cop y ing either the fat-drip p ing 
W est or dogmatic Ru ssia. 


As a result, China is fo rg ing 
its 
lead ersh ip o f the un­ 
derdev elo ped third wo rld ig ­ 
no ring bo th superpo wer blo cs, a 
natio n still mo unted o n bicy cles 
but initiated into secrets o f the 
ato mic-missile ag e. 


M ao’s two big innov ations

Chairman 
M ao s e e s th a t v ic to rio u s 
rev olu tions create their own 
fav ored, gov erning elite, what 
the Yu goslav , Milov an Djilas 
called the new class. 


M ao has d eterm ined th a t 
w h e ne v e r 
ne c e ssa ry , 
e ach 
su ccessiv e new class mu st be u p ­ 
rooted and discarded. As he told 
an Albanian delegation six y ears 
ago: "The bu ilding of socialism 
cannot be accomp lished in one, 
tw o, 
th ree or fou r cu ltu ral 
rev olu tions. 
There 
m u st 
be 
many others.”

is c e le b r a ti ng a 
m id strea m h iatu s along an 
alm ost endless do-it-y ou rself 
re v o lu tio n, consc iou s th a t 
c e a se le ss m ov em ent c a rrie s 
within it the irsk of ceaseless in­ 
stability , bu t also consciou s that 
this is the p rice of p rogress on a 
scale the world has not hitherto 
k nown.

Highway bu ilder H. H. B arter, 
for ex amp le, contribu ted $2.500 
to Gray ’s camp aign. Barter was 
relu ctant, howev er, to talk to u s 
abou t it. All he wou ld say was 
that he did federal contract work 
“once in a w hile.” 
Another highway contractor, 
Eu gene Simond of Carbondale, 
111, k ick ed in another $2,000 He 
refu sed to answer any q u estions 
at all.

$1,000 to Gray . "They ask ed me 
if I had a tou gh ra c e ,” he 
ex p lained.

He collected 
another $1,000 as his cu t from a

The flam b oy ant, boy ishly 
handsome Gray , u sing the fast- 
talk ing techniq u e he dev elop ed 
as an au ctioneer, rattled on for 
three hou rs abou t his finances. 
He is also an accomp lishe*d magi­ 
cian, and there was an elem ent 
of now-y ou -see-it-now-y ou -don’t 
in his sp iel. 


He stated rep eatedly that he 
w as “ p rov id ing p e op le -to- 
p eop le serv ice” and that the bills 
p aid ou t of his camp aign fu nds 
were not "for p ersonal aggran­ 
dizem ent.” 


To pick o ut a few items, $1 ,000 
was taken o ut o f his campaig n 
chest to make a bo at pay ment to

King s Craft Co m pany ; 
ano ther $5 6 0.3 4 went to the

said 
Gray , w ere essential for enter­ 
taining constitu ents. Referring 
to the insu rance p olicy , he 
added fiercely : "If a Bo y Scou t 
falls o v erbo ard, I want to be

cov ered 1 don’t want to be su ed 
for what little I hav e.” 
Gray also charged off as cam ­ 
p aign ex p enditu res $250 to the 
Washington

team, $200 to the Baltim ore 
Bu llets bask etball team and $85 
to the Rmglmg Brothers Circu s 
There w ere also sev eral small 
ex p enditu res, su ch as $25 for a 
bachelor p arty for R ep 
Ed 
Boland, 
D-Mass., $15 for an 
HEW recep tion and sev eral $8 
p ay ments to the Coca-Cola com­ 
p any . 
He considered it a legitimate 
camp aign ex p ense, he said, to 
"giv e a Cok e to a little k id who's 
been w alk ing all ov er town 
sightseeing.” 


Gray also p ay s a lot of bills 
with his Bank Americard, then 
p ay s the credit card comp any 
ou t of cam p aign fu nds. We 
traced alm ost $3,004). which was 
div erted 
from his cam p aign 
fu nds to p ay Bank Americard 
bills. 


He adm itted that a cou nsel to 
the clerk of the Hou se had 
warned him that some of his 
camp aign ex p enditu res might be 
“q u estionable.” Abou t the time 
we began ou r inv estigation, Gray 
also ru shed off a letter to the 
clerk , d a ted Sep t. 6 , 
19 7 3, 
ack now ledging that 
"official 
cam p aign ex p enditu res shou ld 
be sep arated from legitimate 
op erational ex p enses concerned 
with my office.” 
The m ore Gray talk ed, the 
angrier he became. Then he 
lau nched into a cou nterattack .

Owens ask ed the congressman

Desp ite 
these incidents, my rep orters 
listened to Gray ’s ex p lanations 
for m ore than three hou rs.

Predators Not Al ways To Bl ame

Farm Editor 
Researchers are attempting to 
shed some light on the cause of 
death of farm animals that are 
often blamed on predators, such 
as the covote. 
Farmers and ranchers have a 
tendency to blame Mr Coyote 
while some ecologists suggest 
lhal mosl dead animals die of 
natural causes and then are fed 
on by scavengers from the 
wildlife world. 
( ountv agents in various parts 
of the state have offered some 
helpful hints on id< ntifymg just 
what kind of wild animal may 
have caused the death of a call, 
lamb, turkey or pig 
Agents' newsletters point out 
some differences in habits of 
predators that make it easier to 
identify the killer 
Calves and sheep are typically 
attacked on the front end by 
coyotes Sometimes a coyote will 
attack a running calf on the hind 
legs, flanks and even bite off the 
tail, hut once the animal is down 


the coyote focuses on the head 
and upper neck 
Often no other marks will be 
on the body of an animal killed 
by a coyote, except in the head 
and neck region. 
In sheep and large lambs, good 
evidence for a coyote kill will he 
an attack on the throat The kill 
will sometimes resemble a slit 
with a knife Small lambs may 
be sierni by the head, crushing 
the skull. 
Coyotes typically kill only one 
sheep per attack, however, they 
will return to the same flock for 
repeated kills. 
The feeding pattern for a 
coyote consists of eating 
preferred parts, such as 
hindquarters, unborn young and 
the udder The paunch and in­ 
testines may be removed from 
the carcass and drawn a short 
distance away. 
Wild dogs will also attack 
calves, sheep and lambs Most 
often their attack is directed at 
the hindquarters and flank 
Dogs mav tear several areas of 


the animal and the victim is 
sometimes left without being 
killed Dogs may do very little 
feeding on the animal and mass 
killings of a flock of sheep are 
much more likely to be a dog 
than a coyote 
The Great Horned Owl also 
has behavioral traits that make 
his kills identifiable. Owls will 
attack penned turkeys, killing 
one bird a night, they will 
remove the head, neck and 
sometimes the crop of the 
turkey Great Horned Owls seem 
to have a preference for turkey 
brains. 
Complications in identifying 
the predator occur when a 
predator eats an animal he did 
not kill himself or when the 
adults are teaching the young to 
kill. 
Signs in these cases are quite 
different from the normal 
pattern Sometimes tracks are 
the only evidence of kills.

Disappearing disease, 
a 
problem that developed a few 
years ago in southern bee 
colonies, seems to have been due 
to a shortage of feed for bees. 
Beekeepers would return in 
spring to visit hives only to find 
the bees had vanished without a 
trace No dead bees and no live 
ones either 
Research on the problem in­ 
dicates it doesn't happen when 
bees have enough extra honey or 
supplemental food to get 
through the winter. Bees ration 
their supplies during hard times. 
Apparently the warmer weather 
in the South caused the bees to 
wear themselves out looking for 
flowers that weren't there. 


Two hot issues are certain to 
come before the next session of 
the Legislature. Land use plan­ 
ning. with the very real possibili­ 
ty of a land use law, and the sub­ 
ject of inter-basin transfer of 
surplus surface water will likely 
be aired 
Legislative committees are 
now conducting hearings around 
the state to test sentiment. You 
need to get informed on these 
subjects by writing to your state 
senator for information, or 
better yet. invite him or her out 
to talk to your local farm 
organization or civic group and 
invite in nonmembers to hear 
the message. 
Another testy topic due for 
consideration is control of 
chemical applicators. The 
Department of Agriculture has 
been soft peddling ideas it wants 
enacted, but the ecologists and 


other antichem ical forces 
haven’t been heard from yet. 
Farmers have got to realize 
that if they don’t take part in 
these decision-making activities, 
the nonfarmer types however 
well-meaning they may be 
making laws for you that vou 
may find impossible to live with. 
Nonfarmers can t be expected 
to realize the impact on our food 
production system that some of 
the restrictions they advocate 
would have. 
Sitting on your tractor seat 
while others make your laws is a 
luxury farmers simply cannot af­ 
ford to take. 


The ever-changing price pic­ 
ture on hogs has made it difficult 
for farm economists to arrive at 
a formula for pricing feeder pigs 
to farmers who fatten the hogs 
for market. The formulas are 
designed to share the risks 
equally, but higher feed costs 
and higher hog markets plus de­ 
mand for feeder pigs from 
farmers who do not have an 
agreement with those who raise 
feeder pigs have made the old 
formulas based on dollar corn 
unworkable. 
Incidentally, some farm 
groups are discouraging the use 
of the term “ fatten." They say 
cattle and hogs are no longer 
allowed to fatten because fat is 
undesirable. The animals are 
now grown to market weight as 
lean as possible with just enough 
fat for flavor.

Weekly Grain Report

Factors that affect the gram 
price paid to the farmer are 
pulling both ways at the same 
tune. Farmers must watch all of 
them in trying to pick a time to 
sell grain. 
As a practical matter, it still 
seems a good idea to divide the 
grain you have to sell into 10 
equal parts and sell one-tenth 
each month after harvest is over. 
Hitting the right day in the 
month is tricky enough without 
trying for the top day in a year. 
Wet weather has delayed 
harvesting and encouraged stalk 
rot. That increases the need for 
scarce supplies of fuel for the 
grain drier, which combines to 
lower grain harvest potential but 
increases the price. 
On the downer side are the 
softness in livestock prices at the 


time many feeders normally 
stockpile feedgrains, still un­ 
solved transportation problems 
and fewer hogs on farms, in 
Nebraska. 
The long-range picture for 
1974 indicates a need for a high 
price for grain if the grower is to 
break even. Tractor fuel, seed, 
fertilizer, farm equipment, parts 
and chemicals all promise to be 
expensive and in short supply. 
Farm operators are going to 
need more money to cover all 
these expenses and there is just 
one place to get it. The price of 
grain is going to have to stay 
high, which will discourage 
feeders and livestock producers 
from expanding. High prices also 
encourage farmers in other 
countries to produce more, cut­ 
ting our opportunity to export. 
High prices attract competi­ 
tion as well as make profits. 


inefficient fertilizer plants to 
close down The price freeze on 
fertilizer has trapped the fer­ 
tilizer producers between the 
rising cost of gas and the frozen 
price of fertilizer. 
Even the most efficient plants 
are finding buyers overseas will 
pay more for fertilizer than they 
are allowed to sell it for in this 
country. Net result is one king­ 
sized fertilizer shortage, higher 
food prices and problems for 
farmers. 


Cattle theft is a serious 
problem and apparently getting 
worse. To date the only protec­ 
tion a rancher is able to get is a 
brand and in some areas a bit of 
vigilante patrolling by armed 
ranchers and farmers. 
Research in New Mexico in­ 
dicates an electronic device in­ 
stalled in the ear or stomach of a 
cow can be used to identify the 
critter by use of a small hand 
held detection device. If the 
device can be used to read 
brands and the process is 
accepted by all states, thieves 
could find life difficult because 
there would be no external way 
to tell if the animal was iden­ 
tified 
Rustlers would pre­ 
sumably have to steal a detector 
first.

If there’s o ne thing that will infuriate a hunter it’s 
getting his plans upset. And if there was a po ssibility that 
the incident co uld hav e been av erted and it wasn’t, then 
he gets ho pping mad! 


That seem s to be the situatio n no w, Yo u see, the 
Platte Riv er has risen three feet, o bliterating so m e duck 
blinds. 


“ We went o ut early to build o ur blinds/* Linco lnite 
Frank Ho ppe say s, “ and placed o ur deco y s. The nex t day , 
the riv er came up three feet. 
“ This was last week when go o se seaso n o pened. We 
had pulled o ur go o se deco y s up o n the to w-head where we 
tho ught they wo uld be well o ut o f reach, but when we 
returned the nest day , we fo und that we had lo st 34 o ut o f 
9 3 geese deco y s,” he fumes. 


Ho ppe said he did so me checking to find o ut why the 
riv er ro se to the unex pteeted heights. 


“ Can y o u believ e it? The reserv o irs in Wy o ming ap­ 
parently held back water o v er the summer to send do w­ 
nriv er when the dry spell hit,” he say s. "The o nly tro uble 
was w e receiv ed eno ugh rain so there wasn't any need fo r 
the reserv o irs to o pen. So they filled up and no w. since 
they 're getting ready fo r the spring runo ff, they 're sen­ 
ding the water do wnstream.” 
The Pla tte has lo ng been a fav o rite spo t fo r duck and 
go o se hunters but that has been practically ruled o ut with 
the high water. 


“ We built fiv e blinds o n o ur land alo ng the Pla tte to 
get ready to r the hunting seaso n this y ear,” Ho ppe 
ex plains. “ If we had kno wn abo ut that water being held 
back, we co uld hav e co mpensated fo r it. As it is, o ur 
blinds are practically wo rthless no w. 


“ We built o ur blinds where we tho ught it wo uld be 
shallo w eno ugh to ancho r deco y s, but all that run-o ff has 
made that im po ssible.” he say s. 
After calling aro und to sev eral agencies. Ho ppe said 
it appears that the lev el o f the Pla tte will co ntinue at its 
present high until abo ut the middle o f December. 


"Can y o u guess w hat that do es?” he asks. “ That cuts 
right thro ugh the middle o f the duck seaso n and practical­ 
ly erases the go o se seaso n fo r the Platte area. Ev en the 
shallo w side creeks are higher than no rmal.” ; 


Ho ppe maintains that so m e kind o f warning sho uld 
hav e been issued that the lev el wo uld change. He backs 
this ratio nalizatio n by po inting o ut that the Pla tte is a 
highly -desirable hunting area. 
“ This do esn t mean that duck hunting is o ff.” Ho ppe 
hastens to add “ But it do esn’t help it any either. A lo t o f 
peo ple who liv e alo ng the riv er are go ing to be hurt by this 
. . . no t o nly hunters. And there’s no reaso n fo r it 
happening. 


“ There was eno ugh time fo r the hunters and tho se 
liv ing alo ng the riv er to be warned," he say s. “ The 
respo nsible peo ple knew that they were go ing to release 
the water and they co uld pro bably ev en calculate it do wn 
to the gallo n. 


“ That kno wledge, if released to the public, wo uld 
hav e been helpful We naturally wo uld’v e co mpensated 
fo r it when we built o ur blinds,” he say s. “ The serio us 
hunter usually builds his blinds a co uple o r three weeks 
befo re the seaso n so he’s already to go o n o pening day . 
No w it may ev en be to o late to m o v e them. At least o urs 


are. 
“ But there wasn’t ev en any mentio n o f it. No t in the 
papers, o n radio , o r ev en o n telev isio n,” Ho ppe claims. 
“ At least. I didn t see any thing, no r did o thers I'v e talked 
to ." 
To say that so mebo dy go o ted is an understatement. 


Do es three feet o f water mean that much.* May be no t. 
But so mething sho uld'v e been mentio ned o r a warning 
made. Three feet o f additio nal water is an awful lo t to 
co ntend with.

Washington <AP> — The new 
reform rules for the Democratic 
party, rolling back most of the 
objectionable features of the 
1972 quota system, were adopted 
by a drafting committee Sunday

sometime after next Jan 1 
The compromise keeps an 
emphasis on recruitment of 
previously 
underrepresented 
groups but carefully removes 
language that led to the imposi­ 
tion of quotas last year The 
agreement was reached with the 
intercession of party Chairman 
Robert Strauss during the three- 
dav weekend meeting. 
the principal change over the 
McGovern guidelines of 1972 is a 
requirement that the party seek 
participation of women and 
minorities “as indicated by their 
presence in the Democratic elec­ 
torate." 
This removes the old language 
calling for participation and 
representation "in reasonable 
relationship” to their presence 
in the population 
The reasonable relationship 
language had been a key to an ul­ 
timate application of the rules, 
which had the effect of requiring 
fixed mathematical ratios of 
women, youth, blacks and other 
minorities in state delegations in 
the 1972 Democratic National 
Convention. 
The new guidelines go further 
in knocking out quotas by stating 
that the goal of fuller participa­ 
tion "shall not be accomplished 
either directly or indirectly by 
the party’s imposition of man­ 
datory quotas at any level 
The enforcement section goes 
even further by stating that the 
mere absence of a reasonable 
number of minority delegates 
shall not be grounds for a con­ 
vention credentials challenge. 
Compliance with the rules, un­ 
der this system, would rest 
almost solely on whether state 
parties made an honest effort to 
b rin g in p re v io u sly u n ­ 
derrepresented groups.
